Town  Report  From  The  North  Country  Council 

Technical  assistance  with  the  preparation  of  the  town's  recent- 
ly adopted  subdivision  regulations  information  and  assistance  on 
the  flood  insurance  program,  and  genera!  planning  board  assis- 
tance are  the  local  services  the  North  Country  Council  provided 
to  the  town  in  1975.  NCC  staff  attended  five  (5)  meetings  in  the 
town. 

On  the  regional  level,  the  North  Country  Council  prepared  a 
public  transportation  plan  and  is  working  toward  the  implemen- 
tation of  its  recommendations.  The  council  became  the  economic 
development  district  for  northern  N.H.  in  July,  1975,  and  is 
currently  carrying  out  this  function.  Several  region-wide  meet- 
ings on  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  regula- 
tions, economic  development,  seminars  for  planning  board 
members,  and  recycling  of  newsprint  were  sponsored.  A  recently 
completed  report  entitled  "The  Regulation  of  Mobile  Homes  in 
the  Community",  prepared  by  the  Council,  provides  technical 
information  to  planning  board  members  and  local  officials  in  the 
area  of  mobile  homes. 

In  1975,  the  Council  increased  its  base  of  local  support  from 
19  to  29  towns.  The  Council  coordinates  its  activities  with  other 
agencies  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  duplication  of  effort. 

Planning  News,  the  Council's  bi-monthly  newsletter,  dis- 
seminates useful  information  on  land  use,  state  legislation,  court 
decisions,  and  general  activities  to  interested  persons  in  town.  A 
town  resident  can  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  by  contacting  the 
town's  NCC  representative  or  the  Council  office  in  Franconia, 
N.H.  (Tel.  823-8108) 

In  performing  its  duties,  the  Council  attends  approximately 
200  night  meetings  a  year. 

For  the  future,  continued  activity  in  community  planning 
assistance  will  be  emphasized  along  with  major  regional  efforts  in 
economic  development,  land  use,  and  housing.  Dissemination  of 
planning  information  will  be  continued.  The  Council  is  working 
closely  with  the  N.H.  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  improve- 
ment and  upgrading  of  the  North  Country's  rail  lines,  especially 
the  Lincoln  line  and  the  North  Stratford  to  Beecher  Falls  line. 

The  Council  sincerely  appreciates  and  thanks  the  town  for 
its  support  and  participation.  This  support  has  enabled  the  Coun- 
cil to  provide  a  good  deal  of  local  and  regional  services.

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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  coun- 
cils, the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and 
city  every  3  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for 
maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress 
any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city,  during  his  term  of 
appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be 
authorized  between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.,  unless  it  is  raining,  with- 
out the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of 
the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the 
warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements 
tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  50% 
of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as 
fire  attack  vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  50%  of  the  cost  of  wild- 
fire suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  pro- 
gram. Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for 
local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits 
are  available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  re- 
quest to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is 
expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous  wildfire  prevention  program 
within  his  town  or  city.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Although  this  is  the  1975  annual  report  my  comments  include 
the  developments  and  activities  of  the  beginning  of  the  1975-76 
school  year.  Our  regular  classroom  activities  and  programs 
appear  to  be  functioning  at  a  higher  level  of  efficiency  than  for 
several  years.  The  overall  program  is  being  strengthened  by  a 
pre-school  class  which  is  funded  by  Title  I  and  is  aimed  at 
preparing  the  children  for  grade  one. 

Many  special  and  individual  needs  of  the  students  are  being 
met  by  sharing  services  with  the  other  schools  in  our  union.  A 
partial  list  of  some  of  those  services  follows: 

1.  Special  Education  -  learning  disabilities  instructor  and 
individual  tutoring.  One  child  attends  the  School  For 
Exceptional  Children  in  Berlin. 

2.  North  Country  Education  Services  furnishes  a  part-time 
speech  therapist. 

3  Title  I  funds  provide  individual  and  small  group  instruc- 
tion in  language  arts  and  math. 

4.  Once  a  week  instruction  in  art  and  music  are  made 
available. 

5.  At  the  secondary  level  Stark  students  are  benefiting 
from  the  expanded  vocational  programs  offered  at 
Groveton  and  their  new  special  education  program. 

One  very  positive  development  has  been  the  implementation 
of  student  co-curricular  activities  and  public  programs  for  parents. 
The  students  have  also  held  several  dances  and  field  trips. 

The  ESP  activities  are  explained  in  a  separate  report  prepared 
by  the  director,  Dr.  Peters. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  staff,  the  students 
and  the  citizens  of  Stark  for  your  cooperation  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

Summary  of  ESP  Activities 
1975 

Adult  Education: 

in  the  Spring  of  1975  (April-June)  the  following  courses 
were  offered  in  Union  58  connmunities:  Cake  Decorating, 
Ceramics,  and  Conversational  French. 

in  the  Fall  of  1975  (September-November)  the  following 
courses  were  offered  in  Union  58  communities:  Crocheting, 
Candle  Making,  Sewing,  and  Macrame. 

Career/Vocational  Education: 

During  the  course  of  1975,  Kindergarten  through  grade  six 
teachers  and  grades  7-12  teachers  were  involved  in  program 
development.  By  September  1975,  with  the  implementation  of  the 
project's  career  awareness  program  in  K-6,  a  total  of  65  lessons 
had  been  developed  locally.  ESP  had  also  purchased  instructional 
materials  which  complimented  this  instructional  program. 

In  September,  teachers  received  copies  of  the  Career  Education 
Teacher  Resource  Guide  (containing  lessons  and  lists  of  materials 
and  community  resource  people).  Beginning  in  September,  Paul 
Hawley  met  with  teachers  from  grades  7-12  for  purposes  of 
developing  career  awareness  lessons.  By  the  end  of  1975,  a  total 
of  twelve  (12)  such  lessons  had  been  developed  in  the  Health 
Occupations  and  Business/Office  Occupations  career  clusters. 

During  the  course  of  1975,  a  total  of  310  K-6  and  80 
grades  7-12  students  were  involved  in  project  sponsored  field 
trips. 

A  total  of  17  community  resource  guest  speakers  visited 
Union  58  classrooms  in  1975.  Several  of  these  guest  speakers 
appeared  as  invited  guests  of  the  component's  career  awareness 
seminar  program. 

A  total  of  28  students  were  placed  at  local  worksites  during 
the  course  of  1975. 
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Mini  courses  offered  to  students  included:  Architectural 
Drawing,  Surveying,  Introduction  to  the  Building  Trades,  Cro- 
cheting, Fly-Typing,  Small  Engine  Repair,  and  Cake  Decorating. 

Language  Arts: 

During  the  course  of  1975,  a  grades  1-12  communications 
skills  list  was  developed  by  Gordon  Schnare  and  Union  58 
teachers.  The  skills  list  has  been  adopted  as  the  basis  of  the 
Union  58  Language  Arts  program;  thus  providing  the  basis  for  a 
continuous,  integrated,  and  sequential  curriculum. 

The  Scott  Foresman  reading  series  has  been  adopted  as  the 
Union  58  basic  reading  program  and  is  in-place  in  grades  1-6. 
Scott  Foresman  leveled  materials  have  been  purchased  for  the 
Stratford  School  as  well. 

Remedial  reading  classes  have  been  offered  to  selected 
grades  7-8  students  at  both  Groveton  and  Stratford  high  schools. 
During  the  course  of  1975,  over  24  students  received  remedial 
reading  assistance  from  project  staff  members. 

During  1975,  a  total  of  242  Union  58  students  contributed  to 
the  publication  of  Kid's  Corner. 

Beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1975,  students  began  to  contribute 
material  to  issues  of  a  grades  7-12  literary  journal. 

Environmental/Outdoor  Education 

in  the  Spring  of  1975,  classroom  teachers  worked  with  Ellen 
Sommers  -  to  develop  several  Kindergarten  through  grade  eight 
environmental  education  lessons.  In  September,  teachers  received 
copies  of  the  Environmental  Education  Teacher  Resource  Guide 
(containing  lessons  and  lists  of  materials  and  community  resource 
people).  A  K-6  instructional  program  was  implemented  in 
Union  58  classrooms  with  the  start  of  the  1975-1976  school 
year.  In  the  Fall  of  1975,  Ellen  Sommers  worked  with  Dick 
Merrill  and  Rick  Jacques  (Groveton  High  School)  in  revising  the 
science  department's  earth  science  course  -  to  include  environ- 
mental education  lessons. 

During  the  course  of  1975,  a  total  of  254  K-6  and  20  grades 
7-12  students  were  involved  in  project  sponsored  field  trips. 

A  total  of  8  community  resource  guest  speakers  visited  Union 
58  classrooms  in  1975. 

In  both  the  Spring  and  Fall  (1975),  a  total  of  54  students 
(grades  7-12)  were  involved  in  weekend  daytrips  and  overnight 
camping  trips. 
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Level  I  Evaluation: 

The  development  of  a  short  term  longitudinal  study  in  career 
education  -  to  determine  the  effects  of  ESP  program  activities 
on  student  awareness  regarding  several  different  occupations.  A 
research  study  report  will  be  made  to  the  membership  of  the 
American  Educational  Research  Association  (AERA)  in  April 
1976.  Information  gained  from  the  testing  has  been  used  by 
teachers  to  write  career  lessons. 

Statistical  data  regarding  teacher  involvement  in  project-related 
workshops,  lesson  and  program  implementation  in  classrooms, 
and  use  of  project-related  instructional  materials. 

Working  with  the  project  director  and  component  coordinators- 
to  develop  project  activities  which  compliment  goals  and 
objectives.
